HIS BOY DID NOT COME BACK

Franco." 


The foetfoiriK words forming part of the obituary of a father 


•who paused away the other day, serve as a reminder that, al- 
though the war ended nearly two years ago parents and other 
near kin have not ceased to sorrow for the boy who died far from 
home and those ho loved. 
It is one of the cruel penalties of war- 


fare that the bullet which ends the life of a soldier also inflicts 
JJiBting wounds in hearts back home. These wounded may not 
Khow their suffering in their faces or in conversation, but grief 
abiik'H with them, and, like the father who just passed away, they 
go sadly all their days. 


Presumably I hit* lather had been looking forward to the day 


when the mortal part of the beloved son would be brought back 
for burial in the home land; but the prolonged sorrow and sus- 
pense proved too severe for his strength and he, too, fell a victim 
of the war and gave up his life for his country. 


There are mony thousands of other mourning parent:-, who 


have been watching for the messenger with tidings that the one 
mourned is at last homeward bound, and for their sake it is to be 
hoped that the work of returning the soldier dead to the home 
land will be expedited with all possible speed. That is the only 
consolation remaining for those who sorrow.

It is natural for us to have 
a romantic feeling for old customs, no matter how much better 
we may acknowledge the new to be. 


So it is with mingled feelings that we read in dispatches 


from Constantinople how the war and the following economic 
conditions have affected the women of Turkey, who are said now, 
instead of languishing in harems, beautifying themselves and 
feeding on Turkish delight, to have thrown 
away their veils, 


donned shirtwaists and short skirts an$ to be serving as sales- 
women in stores, as telephone girls, as cashiers, janitors, street 
sweepers and even as street car conductors. 


The need of women as nurses in the Turkish army is said 


to have been the means of first opening the harem door for the 
•women of Turkey, and, once opened, it seems to be open for 
good. Turkish men are no longer able to support a variety of 
wives as they used to do, and so more and more women are 
obliged to earn their own livings. 
Only among the poor and the 


women on farms do conditons for the wome of Turkey remain 
much as before, for the poor women as well as the women in the 
country have always worked, as they have done in all countries.

That which 
made him famous was: 


1. The extent of his kingdom (4:21- 


25). He ruled over all the kingdoms 
from the Euphrates river to the Medi- 
terranean sea, except the Plioenecl- 
nns, but they were in alliance with 
him. 
This wns the nearest to the 


realization 
of the 
divine promise, 


(Gen. 
15:18), that Israel ever en- 


joyed ; but the fulness of tlie promised 
possession shall be realized when the 
Greater than Solomon is king. 


2. His great wisdom (4:20-34). 
It 


excelled thnt of the Chaldeans, Per- 
sians and Egyptians (vv. 30, 31). Noae 
of 
his 
contemporaries approached 


unto him In knowledge. lie had a 
singularly comprehensive mind. 
He 


wns (1) a moral philosopher—spnlte 
3,000 proverbs; (2) a poet—his songs 
were n thousand nnd five; (3) a bot- 
anist—lie spake of trees, from the 
cetlar tree that Is in Lebanon even 
unto the hyssop thnt sprlngeth out of 
the wall; (4) a zoologist—he spake 
of beasts and fowl, and of creeping 
things, and of fishes. lie was su- 
perior in Intellect to any of his own 
or any other age. 


3. The temple (chs. 5 and 6). This 


was un exact reproduction of the tab- 
ernacle, double in size, in marhle and 
gold. The. amount of labor, skill and 
money expended on the building wns 
exceedingly great (I Chron. 22:14-16), 
Never before had such a costly struc- 
tursj appeared. 


4. Iloyal palaces adjoining the tem- 


ple (ch. 7). Following the erection of 
the temple he began the building of 
his own house. He was nearly twice 
as long in building this as in building 
the Lord's house. 


5. Ltis commerce (9:2C-2S; cf. n 


Chron. 9:10, 21). 
His trading ships 


went «ast as far as the Indian ocean, 
perhaps even to India; and west as 
far as Spain. 


C. Army and navy (10:26-29; cf. 


9:27). 
Such wealth and greatness 


would at some time provoke opposi- 
tion, so ho put his nation into a state 
of preparedness. 


AH this greatness was associated 


with the nnme of the Lord. 
It was 


known that his fame was due to his 
relation with the living God. No one 
ever had a greater missionary oppor- 
!tunify than he. 
Wealth and knowl- 


edge may be powerful factors for the 
extension of the cause of Christ. 


II. The Queen of Sheba Astonished 


(w. 3-9). 


After (he interview In which Solo- 


mon answered nil her questions, she 
was overwhelmed with his great wis- 
dom. 
She had piled him with hard 


questions to see if ho could measure 
up to his reputation, and found that 
the half had not been told her.

Gifts to Solomon (vv. 10-13). 


As was the custom, she brought 


ftifts to Solomon, the king, the gold o£ 
which wns in value between three and 
four millions of dollars. 


This was a large gift for that time,

Franco." 


The foetfoiriK words forming part of the obituary of a father 


•who paused away the other day, serve as a reminder that, al- 
though the war ended nearly two years ago parents and other 
near kin have not ceased to sorrow for the boy who died far from 
home and those ho loved. 
It is one of the cruel penalties of war- 


fare that the bullet which ends the life of a soldier also inflicts 
JJiBting wounds in hearts back home. These wounded may not 
Khow their suffering in their faces or in conversation, but grief 
abiik'H with them, and, like the father who just passed away, they 
go sadly all their days. 


Presumably I hit* lather had been looking forward to the day 


when the mortal part of the beloved son would be brought back 
for burial in the home land; but the prolonged sorrow and sus- 
pense proved too severe for his strength and he, too, fell a victim 
of the war and gave up his life for his country. 


There are mony thousands of other mourning parent:-, who 


have been watching for the messenger with tidings that the one 
mourned is at last homeward bound, and for their sake it is to be 
hoped that the work of returning the soldier dead to the home 
land will be expedited with all possible speed. That is the only 
consolation remaining for those who sorrow. 


THE HAREM DISAPPEARING 


Too true it seems that the loaf of bread rules the world, 


breaks up customs of centuries and prejudices so old that they 
are lost in the midst of the past. It is natural for us to have 
a romantic feeling for old customs, no matter how much better 
we may acknowledge the new to be. 


So it is with mingled feelings that we read in dispatches 


from Constantinople how the war and the following economic 
conditions have affected the women of Turkey, who are said now, 
instead of languishing in harems, beautifying themselves and 
feeding on Turkish delight, to have thrown 
away their veils, 


donned shirtwaists and short skirts an$ to be serving as sales- 
women in stores, as telephone girls, as cashiers, janitors, street 
sweepers and even as street car conductors. 


The need of women as nurses in the Turkish army is said 


to have been the means of first opening the harem door for the 
•women of Turkey, and, once opened, it seems to be open for 
good. Turkish men are no longer able to support a variety of 
wives as they used to do, and so more and more women are 
obliged to earn their own livings. 
Only among the poor and the 


women on farms do conditons for the wome of Turkey remain 
much as before, for the poor women as well as the women in the 
country have always worked, as they have done in all countries.

He ruled over all the kingdoms 
from the Euphrates river to the Medi- 
terranean sea, except the Plioenecl- 
nns, but they were in alliance with 
him. 
This wns the nearest to the 


realization 
of the 
divine promise, 


(Gen. 
15:18), that Israel ever en- 


joyed ; but the fulness of tlie promised 
possession shall be realized when the 
Greater than Solomon is king. 


2. His great wisdom (4:20-34). 
It 


excelled thnt of the Chaldeans, Per- 
sians and Egyptians (vv. 30, 31). Noae 
of 
his 
contemporaries approached 


unto him In knowledge. lie had a 
singularly comprehensive mind. 
He 


wns (1) a moral philosopher—spnlte 
3,000 proverbs; (2) a poet—his songs 
were n thousand nnd five; (3) a bot- 
anist—lie spake of trees, from the 
cetlar tree that Is in Lebanon even 
unto the hyssop thnt sprlngeth out of 
the wall; (4) a zoologist—he spake 
of beasts and fowl, and of creeping 
things, and of fishes. lie was su- 
perior in Intellect to any of his own 
or any other age. 


3. The temple (chs. 5 and 6). This 


was un exact reproduction of the tab- 
ernacle, double in size, in marhle and 
gold. The. amount of labor, skill and 
money expended on the building wns 
exceedingly great (I Chron. 22:14-16), 
Never before had such a costly struc- 
tursj appeared. 


4. Iloyal palaces adjoining the tem- 


ple (ch. 7). Following the erection of 
the temple he began the building of 
his own house. He was nearly twice 
as long in building this as in building 
the Lord's house. 


5. Ltis commerce (9:2C-2S; cf. n 


Chron. 9:10, 21). 
His trading ships 


went «ast as far as the Indian ocean, 
perhaps even to India; and west as 
far as Spain. 


C. Army and navy (10:26-29; cf. 


9:27). 
Such wealth and greatness 


would at some time provoke opposi- 
tion, so ho put his nation into a state 
of preparedness. 


AH this greatness was associated 


with the nnme of the Lord. 
It was 


known that his fame was due to his 
relation with the living God. No one 
ever had a greater missionary oppor- 
!tunify than he. 
Wealth and knowl- 


edge may be powerful factors for the 
extension of the cause of Christ. 


II. The Queen of Sheba Astonished 


(w. 3-9). 


After (he interview In which Solo- 


mon answered nil her questions, she 
was overwhelmed with his great wis- 
dom. 
She had piled him with hard 


questions to see if ho could measure 
up to his reputation, and found that 
the half had not been told her.

Gifts to Solomon (vv. 10-13). 


As was the custom, she brought 


ftifts to Solomon, the king, the gold o£ 
which wns in value between three and 
four millions of dollars. 


This was a large gift for that time,

While 
her gift to him was great, his to her 
was greater, even in keeping with his 
possessions.
